.Senate ; that, in the only Way in which 
it was probable the object could he 
reached, it was proper for the Hotitit: lo 
attempt it, by refuaing, id the axtr-

that if

On the other hand, it was urged, that 
tba law of 1913, so faraa it regarded 
brevet rank, waa in tha nature of a com* 
pact» which this house ought not to vio­ 
late ; that the exeautive had conectly 
construed the law, and could' not well 
have dona otherwise, particularly with 
the lour brevet Major Uenerels, than by 
placing them t>n separate command ; 
ttiat at present, of 78 brevet officers, 
about 27 only were so stationed as to 
entitle them to brevet pay ; that tbe 
number of brevet oflicers would daily 
diminish, and soon be entirely merged 
in tbe liueal rank» as they became en- 
tuled to promotion ; that it was inexpe­ 
dient to rob these officers, whose high 
character and services were generally 
acknowledged, of this little pittance.

known. 
The vessels were so fortifir^d 
with bulwaik», us to aecure our troops 
fioin the enemy's shot, except when 
carrying out the aitchors to warp, or 
when woiking V iih the tigging. 
The 
loss of a vessel 1» not apprehended—nor 
will the deluy be likely to produce imy 
serious conscc^utnces to our troops «. 
bove—thuir siy;)plies being «uilicient for 
sonic time beyond the period at which 1 
have ordered, slid have reason to believe 
ore on the way, are expected to airive, 
and which will be taken up the river in 
keel boats, secured against the enemy's 
shot.
